The Honorable, The Legislature:

As required byl999 Wsconsin Act 9 we have completed a
limited-scopereview of the fiscal year 1999-2000 funds
provided to the University of Wsconsin-Madison Medical
School'sCenter for ®bacco Researdnd Intervention. In the
1999-2001biennial budget, the Center was appropriated $1.0
million annually from the funds received as part of the State’
lawsuitsettlement with tobacco manufacturers, which is known
as the Master Settlement Agreemeértie Center uses the funds

it receives tosupport education, outreach, and research
activitiesrelated to tobacco prevention and cessation.

Overall, we found the Center hdsveloped and implemented
adequaterocedures to help ensure compliance Vetfislative
intentand general statutomgquirements that funds be used
only for tobacco prevention and cessation activities. However
becausef delays in finalizing th&tates 1999-2001 biennial
budget,as wellas the need for start-up time to develop the
programs, few expenditures have been incurred date.
therefore,it is too early to assess thefegtiveness of the
Center’sprograms.
